result in the discovery .^of; the whereabouts of t. man who stands 
among the heroes of our time*" 


We were encouraged by the recent meetings in Moscow, at 
Soviet invitation, that Mr, Wallenberg's sister and others 
working on his behalf had with Soviet representatives, 
including officials of the KGB, The family and friends of Mr. 
Wallenberg have now established a dialogue with Soviet 
authorities and provided some additional information which the 
Soviet side undertook to investigate. We were disappointed, 
however, that Soviet officials were unable or unwilling to 
provide further significant documentary evidence about Kr. 
Wallenberg, 

It is our hope that the Soviet Government will provide s 
much fuller accounting of what has happened to Kr. Wallenberg' 
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and will continue to press them on this subject.^ We believe 
the Swedish Government and Mr. Wallenberg's family will also 
continue to press for a full accounting. We are unaware of any 
case in Federal Court in Washington, DC dealing with Mr. 
Wallenberg,
